Rye, I 
believe, is the only grain that will 
not be choked out ina field of wheat 
no matter how heavy it is. 

“If anybody wants to come and 
see it in the next two or three weeks 
he will see how I work the land.

has cost me a lot of trouble and 
time. 
“If the farmers in the southern 


part of the province would start in 
with rye and seed it at the right 
time, they would soon be off relief.

age, a fair to heavy stand is indicat- 
ed. Coarse grains show satisfactory 
progress. Rust is prevalent in 
Southern and Eastern areas and 
crops have suffered from hail and 
grasshoppers in some sections, 
Manitoba 

Rust infection has spread exten- 
sively in central and southern areas 
and serious damage to the wheat 
crop is feared. Ooarse grains con- 
tinue promising, although barley and 
oat crops show signs of rust in some 
sections. Moisture is ample.
